Germany's serious internal crisis 


overshadowed the pending military 
operations in the news of the day. 


The reports from Berlin show that 


the reichstag has gone on strike 
against the crown anfl the military 
party, apparently in the interest of 
a parliamentary system of 
govern- 


ment. 
There is even a rumor, although 


entirely unconfirmed and little cred- 
ited, that Emperor William has ab- 
dicated in favor of his sixth'and fav- 
orite son, Prince Joachim. 
The peace clamor is growing both

UPON RED GROSS 


Washington, ju)y 14.—Henry P. 


Davison, chairman of the Ued Cross 
War Council, authorizes the follow- 
ing statement: 


Morning papers publish a report 


that the American Red Cross ia to 
,use in Italy $10.000,000 out of the 
$100,000,000 and more recently sub- 
scribed. The report is without foun- 
dation, and it is important that the 
policy of the Red Cross in handling 
these funds be clearly understood. 


The Red Cross has appropriated 


$1,000,000 to provide immediate ne- 
cessities in France, to be speut tin- 
der the direction of the America: 
Red Cross commission 
in 
Prance. 


headed.by Major Grayson M. P. Mur- 
phy, 
a member of the war council 


The Red Cross has also appropriated 
|200,000 to purchase medical sup- 
plies and instruments, whereby the 
Red Cross commission to Russia ma> 
take care of more urgent needs upon 
arrival in that country. 


The sum of $200.000 has been ap- 


propriated to purchase materials to 
supply most urgent needs in Ron- 
mania. 
The sum of $100.000 has 


been appropriated for ns in Armenia 
and $6300 has been appropriated tc 
purchase drugs to be sent 
to 
the 


Russian Red Cross. 


Aside from the foregoing, no ap- 


propriations have been made by the 
war council for work in foreign coun- 
tries. 
The need in all our allied 


countries is beyond computation.' ana 
use can be found for all funds which 
can possibly be obtained either now 
or in the future. That very fact im- 
poses upon the Red Cross an extra- 
ordinary obligation, which it fully 
recognizes, to use the funds commit- 
ted to it only after assuring itself 
not only that any proposed expen- 
diture will do good but that it will 
accomplish the greatest good rela- 
tive to other needs which are crying 
to be supplied. 


The Red Cross has now at work- 


in France a commission of experts 
and it has more recently sent to Rus- 
sia a similar commission. 
The ex- 


penses of these 
commissions 
are 


borne privately and are not a charge 
on Red Cross funds. 
It is the pur- 


pose of the Red Cross to send simi- 
lar commissions to Italy and Rou- 
mania, and also to appoint a com- 
missioner to Great Britain. 
Xo ap- 


propriations for use in any country 
will be made until after investiga- 
tion, and all except emergency ap- 
propriations will he made by the war 
council for specific purposes and in 
specified amounts.

Make a stew -from a cheap cut of meat cut into "small pieces, potatoes, 


and such other vegetables as are desired. Thicken with..a little flour di- 
luted with cold water. Serve with dumplings made as follows: 


Mix and sift one cup ol flour, two teaspoonsful of 'haking powder and 


one-quarter teaspoonful of salt. Work in with the flngers:..one teaspoonful 
of butter; add gradually one-third of a cup of milk. ora a little more if 
needed. 
Roll out one-half inch thick .and cut with a biscuit cutter or in 


square pieces. The dumplings may be steamed, baked like biscuits, or 
cooked with the stew. In the latter case remove enough liquid to permit 
the dough to be placed on the meat and vegetables.

the draft have been very comprehen- 
sively laid down by President Wilson- 
Only 625,000 men are to be called— an 
army of 500,000 and 125,000 reserves- 
hut army officers argue that the addi- 
tional men should know In advance of 
the likelihood of summons to service. 
After the selection has been made the 
men will probably be called to the col- 
ors Sept 1. 


The regulations Issued prescribe more 


speedy work than had been expected 
Three days are allowed to the local 
boards to make up their lists, ten days 
for physical examinations and ten days 
for hearing claims to exemption. 


Call Not by Alphabet 


Those on the registration lists are 


not to be called alphabetically, but seri- 
ally. The cards turned over to the lo- 
cal boards are numbered consecutively 
*B received. Within three days after 
this has been done notices are to be 
mailed to the first third of the list re- 
.qniring them to report for physical ex- 
amination on the morning of the filth 
day following, for the second third to 
report ori the sixth day and for those 
remaining to report on the seventh day. 


To make it possible to examine the 


number of men who will appear in 
each populous communities as New 
Tork. for example, one examining 
physician In addition to the one who 
belongs to the local boaid Is to be 
named. If the -number to be examined 
•on any one day shall exceed eighty, 
two if the number exceeds 120, with 
others in like ratio. One member of 
the board other than the medical mem- 
ber must be present at each examina- 
tion, and no member or physician may 
serve where the person to be examined 
la of nearer kin to him by blood or 
marriage than second cousin. 


A registered man who may be ab- 


sent from his home area on the day he 
was notified to appear must make ap- 
plication, "supported by satisfactory 
proof." for examination before anoth- 
er board. If a registered man is 111 he 
must give proof of this, one affidavit 
•t least coming from a licensed- physi- 
cian, and in such cases the local board 
may require examination by one of its 
own physicians. Those who do not 
furnish such proof within ten days ore 
to "be recorded as physically qualified." 


doctrines of such church, sect or or-

Preachers Hot Ordained. 


A regular minister is one who "as 


his customary vocation preaches and 
teaches the principles of religion of a 
church, sect or organization of which 
he is a member without baring been 
duly ordained as a minister of religion 
and who is recognized by such church, 
sect or organization as a regular min- 
ister." Neither of these classes Include 
those who "Irregularly or incidentally 
preach and teach." Students of divin- 
ity to claim exemption must have been 
enrolled in a recognized theological or 
divinity school on May 18 last and must 
present supporting affidavits by the 
president, dean or head of the school 


"Persons in the military or naval 


service of the United States" embraces 
those within the classes defined at the 
time of the registration. Germans and 
"all other resident aliens who have 
not taken out their first papers" coin* 
within the mandatory rules of exemp- 
tion. As to the former It is added: 


"No subject of Germany residing in 


the United Ftates, whether he has tak- 
en out his first papers or not, will be 
accepted for service. 
"When In the 


opinion of a local board any person 
called for service is a subject of Ger- 
many, whether he has or has not de- 
clared his intention to become a citi- 
zen of the United States or whether 
he or some other person in respect of 
him has or has not filed a claim of ex 


person filing such an application mus 
present therewith the marriage certlfl 
cate or a certified copy of it, or submit 
the affidavits of two persons who were 
present when the marriage took place 


Similar procedure must be follower 


in the case of "any son of a widow de- 
pendent upon his labor for support,' 
and in the case of the "son of aged 
or infirm parent or parents dependen 
upon his labor for support," for the 
"father of a motherless child or chll 
dren under sixteen years of age de- 
pendent upon his labor for support* 
and for the "brother of a child or chll 
dren under sixteen years of age who 
has (have) neither father nor mother 
.and Is (are) dependent upon bis labor. 


What Labor Is. 


"Labor" Is defined In this way: 
"For the purpose of these rules and 


regulations 'labor* shall be construed 
to mean bouily or mental exertion. It 
.may be either physical or intellectual 
it may be professional, mechanical 
commercial, clerical or agricultural 
and each of these forms of labor may 
exist under modifications or In com- 
bination with each other. The means 
for the support of the dependent or de- 
pendents must be produced by this la- 
bor, whatever its character. It need 
not be wholly produced from it, but It 
must be mainly so. A dependent re- 
ceiving support from a person whose 
income is derived from dividends or 
rents cannot be said to be dependent 
upon his labor, but if that Income were 
entirely the fruit of professional or 
.physical toll then such person would 
be dependent upon Ms labor. 


"For the purpose of these rules and

Order bread twenty- 
four hours in advance, so your baker 
will not bake beyond his needs. Cut 
the loaf on the table and only as re- 
quired. Use stale bread for cooking, 
toast, etc. Eat less cake and pastry. 


Our wheat harvest is far below nor- 


mal. If each person weekly saves one 
pound of wheat flour, that means 150,- 
000,000 more bushels of wheat for the 
allies to mix in their bread. This will 
help them to save democracy. 


SAVE THE MEAT.-Beef, mutton or 


pork not more than once dally. Use 
freely vegetables and fish. At the meat 
meal serve smaller portions and stews 
Instead of steaks. Make made dishes 
of all, leftovers. Do this and there will 
be meat enough for every one at a rea- 
sonable price. 


We are today killing the dairy cows
